EARLY AUCTION SALES. 


In Germany the opposition to auction sales 
for a long time was wry bitter, and many 
complaints were heard of the frauds prac- 
ticed at public sales. A pamphlet published 
early in the seventeenth century—a new edi- 
tion was printed, sine ioco, in 1697—bears the 
motto: “Ye shall not steal, neither deal 
falsely, neither lie one to another.—Leviticus, 
xix : 11,” and claims to “demonstrate and 
prove that ihe public teok auctions bring re- 
proach upon the booktrade, and work griev- 
ous injury to scholars.” The exposé of the 
trickery a7d frave which the writer of the 
pamphlet c'aims to have discovered in con- 
nection with book auction sales, ends with 
the following quotation from Thessalonians 
iv :6: “That no man go beyond and defraud 
his brother in any matter: because that the 
Lord is ‘he avengcr of all such, as we also 
have forewarned you «nd testified.” 

Notwith«tanding the very strong opposi- 
tion to auction sales trom a large number of 
the booktrade in England, they found favor 
from the start with the bookbuyers and im- 
pecunious scholars From 1676 to 1682 no 
Jess than thirty salcs were held, and these in- 
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cluded among otl<1s, the important ; 
tions of Jord Warwick, Sir Kenelm Digby, 
Dr. Thomas Watson end John Dunton. jh 
eccentric bookseller, whe, in 1685-1686, 
ited the Massachusetts Bay Colony to 
pose of a stock of books. In time the bo 
sellers alsa encovraged auction sales, and 
diverted them to their own uses, notably to 
unload their heavy siock, or to effect 
to-day in England is termed “a rig.” 

With the dispersion of books from privat 
tibraries through auction sales came the op- 
portunity for the dealers in old books in Lon- 
don, who first settled themselves in and about 
the neighborhood of little Britain, Moorfields 
and in St. Paul's churchyard, gradually 
working their way over to Fleet Street and 
the Strand. A sturdy race of booksellers 
grew out of those who first established 
themselves in the old book 
whom may be mentioned Robert Scott, Bat 
man, Henry’ Ballard or Bullard, William New- 
ton, Wilcox, Benjaniin Franklin’s friend 
Lackington, Allen & Co., who, in 1801, claimed 
to be the “Cheapest booksellers in the World:” 
Thomas Tegg, Charles Tilt, James Too 
Charles Davis, Joseph Smith 
Westell. The giants of the nineteenth century 
and of the present time are too well known 
and hence need not he referred to here. 
England, however, as well as elsewhere, the 
beginnings of the dealer in old books were 
humble enough, the day of small things con- 
tinuing well into the nineteenth century 

In the United States, as may be imagined, 
there always has been a trade in old books 
So early as 1693, Duncan Campbell, then at 
the Dock-head over against the Conduit, in 
Boston, who, according to Dunton, was ‘very 
industrious and dressed @ la mode,” offered 
for sale the library of “the late Reverend and 
Learned Mr. Samuel Lee.” The catalogue of 
this collection, which, according to the Rev 
Thomas Prince, was printed for Campbell by 
Bartholomew Green, is, as far as is known, 
the earliest printed catalogue of a library t 
be sold over the counter of a bookseller in 
America. Nor does it seem that auction sales 
met with any opposition in the new world. 
The earliest auction sale in the colonies of 
which we have any record is that of the !' 
brary of the Rev. Ebenczer Pemberton, whic! 
was offered for sale Ly Samuel Gerrish @' 
the Crown Coffee House, in Boston, July 2, 
1717.

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Pearl Street. The sale was announced to be- 
gin at four o'clock p.m. precisely, and the 
two conditions of the sale were simply these: 
“(1) If any difference arise concerning any 
300k sold, it shall be immediately exposed to 
sale again; (2) The Money to be paid at the 
Delivery of the Books.” Undoubtedly auc- 
tion sales were held in New York earlier than 
this, but history is silent on the subject. Be- 
sides David Dunham there were in the book 
auction business in New York William Mc- 
Laughlin, who, 4n 1823, was associated with 
McLaughlin & Blakely at 41 Maiden Lane, and 
later with Stephen R. Wiggins, in the firm 
of McLaughlin, Wiggins & Co., at 68 Will- 
iam Street, at which stand, after the disso- 
lution of the partnership, Wiggins continued 
alone until 1830. Passing over the dozen or 
more lesser-known men who sold books by 
auction, we reach the names of the two firms 
that are still remembered or in existence, 
namely, George A. Leavitt & Co. and Bangs, 
Merwin & Co. The firm of Leavitt, so long 
known in connection with the Trade Sales, 
was established by James E. Cooley, (who af- 
terwards became Leavitt’s father-in-law,) in 
1833, at the “Panorama Sales Rooms,” at 151 
sroadway. With Cooley were associated at 
different times Lemuel Bangs and John Keese, 
while Leavitt had Robert M. Strebeigh and 
his brother, W. B. Leavitt, as associates in 
the auction business. ‘he business of Bangs 
& Co., now the Anderson Auction Company, 
was established by Lemuel Bangs in 1829, at 
85 Chatham Street. 

In Philadelphia book auction sales were 
held as early as 1737, Benjamin Franklin being 
among the pioneer auctioneers. Robert Bell, 
the well-known Philadelphia bookseller and 
publisher, was also a noted auctioneer 
during the Revolution. Bell, who sub- 
scribed himself the “humble provedore to 
the sentimentalists,” printed many curious 
articles in the newspapers on the great benefit 
of auction sales. The notes in his sale cata- 
logues are very amusing as a rule, and always 
highly patriotic. He died suddenly, in 1784, 
while on an auction tour to Richmond, Va. 
Among Bell’s better-known contemporaries 
were John Dunlap, William Brown and Sam- 
uel Dellap. In the latter part of the eigh- 
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‘1 New England journals in the early part 
of the eighteenth century. 

The earliest trace we have found of a book 
auction sale in New York, was one held by 
David Dunham, on February 25, 1812, at 144

teenth and the early part of the nineteenth 
centuries there were among the auctioneers in 
Philadelphia, William Pritchard, on Market 
Street, Edward Pole, on Chestnut Street, and 
William Cobbett, who for two years was set- 
tled at South Front Street as editor of Peter 
Porcupine’s Gazette, and occasionally acted as 
auctioneer at public sales of books. His in- 
temperance in controversy provoked suits for 
slander by Dr. Rush and others, and in 17908 
he abandoned “the town in which he had 
neither enjoyed nor given any brotherly love.” 
F,. Montmoulin, at 53 North Front Street, sold 
books at auction from 1798 to 1810, possibly 
later. M. & S. Thomas, who for a.quarter of 
a century acted as official auctioneers for the 
booktrade in Philadelphia, were in the book 
auction business at 87 Chestnut Street as early 
as 1802. George W. Lord, at Sixth and De- 
catur Streets, was a contemporary of M. & S. 
Thomas, who were succeeded by Thomas & 
Sons. George W. Lord afterward removed 
to New York, and settled at 356 
where he was succeeded by Jordan & Nor- 
ton, the junior partner being Charles B. Nor- 
ton, who afterwards published the American 
Publishers’ Circular, the predecessor of THE 
PuBLisHERS’ WEEKLY. Then followed Thom- 
as Birch & Sons, and, more recently, Davis & 
Harvey, who are connected with the older 
generation of auctioneers through their con- 
nection with Stan V. Henkels, for years con- 
nected with the Thomases. S. G. Hubbard, at 
Walnut and Fifth Streets, for years had 
charge of the booksales in Cincinnati.

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METHODIST BOOK CONCERN. 


A DISPATCH from San Francisco makes defi- 
nite charges of mismanagement against the 
Western Branch of the Book Concern. A 
later dispatch from Los Angeles alleges fur- 
ther mismanagement in New York. To this 
the publishing agents of the Methodist Book 
Concern in New York have furnished the 
following statement, which we reprint from 
the Christian Advocate: 


A dispatch having recently been sent out from 
Los Angeles, Cal., alleging a shortage of more than 
$634,000 in the New York Book Concern, the un- 
dersigned have this to say: This charge, being 
wholiy without foundation, must have originated in 
a misunderstanding or in a purpose to do harm. 

There is not a shortage of one cent in the New 
York Book Concern. 

At the end of the fiscal year of 1900 the agents of 
the New York Book Concern—by direction of the 
General Book Committee-—cut down values of real 
estate, merchandise, machinery, accounts, etc., charg- 
ing the sums thus deducted against capital stock. A 
large amount was thus taken off from inventory 
values, since which time the real estate, merchan- 
dise, electrotype plates, machinery, etc., have been 
carried in our inventory at less than their actual 
cash values. 

Instead of keeping this matter from the public, as 
alleged in the dispatch above referred to, the state- 
ment of such reduction in the inventory was printed 
in our annual exhibit and sent out to all the papers 
of our church and presented to each one of the 
more than one hundred Annual Conferences, where 
it was publicly read for the information of all in- 
terested parties. 

At the time these reductions were made the Book 
Committee in its annual report issued to the church 
the following statement, namely: 

“The peculiar conditions of a denominational pub- 
lishing house make a correct tabulation of the assets 
a difheult task. Electrotype plates, for example, 
from which a popular book is printed, may carry for 
three or four years an intrinsic value quite equal to 
the cost of their production, and then with the end 
of the sale of the book may shrink in true value to 
almost nothing. 

“Considerable reductions have been made in the 
assets during the last year and in the revaluation of 
real estate, and the Annual Conferences may be as- 
sured that we are determined to get our inventories 
down to a cash basis. In general business manage- 
ment we note with pleasure a steady improvement 
in various aspects over previous years. 

“Our publishing agents, both in the East and in 
the West, are devoting their time and their ability 
to the trust committed to them, and their devotion 
to their tasks and the facility and harmony with 
which they carry out all the suggestions made from 
time to time to them by the Book Committee and 
by the Local Committees are causes for satisfaction 
and congratulation. 

“Ne loyal Methodist can intelligently examine into 
the present conditions of the Methodist Book Con- 
cern without pride and satisfaction.”

COPYRIGHT NOTES. 
PARSIFAL, 


UNLEss some legal phase of the matter 10! 
yet observable can be brought out Frau Co- 
sina Wagner's plan to stop the performatice 
of “Parsifal” in America cannot be ed 
out. The ruling of Washington copyrg" 
authorities bars out Frau Wagner. wa 

The facts as given by the Library of Cor 
gress authorities, interviewed by the Ne 
York Herald, are as follows: 

Wagner owned the rights of performance 
in Germany, but disposed of the music = 
lishing rights to B. Schotte, a German pub 
lisher.. Thus “Parsifal” was divided into 
performance rights and rights of publication. 
Then a great mistake was made; the copy- 
right was not taken out in America for either 
performance or music publication. It at once 
became public property here. 

Another error followed. Schotte framed ap 
agreement with each buyer of the score | 
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which the latter, individuaily, agreed not to 
use the score for publication. But no clause 
was inserted forbidding its transfer to any 
one else for performance, so a second party 
possessing the score 1s not bound by the orig- 
inal agreement. : 

The rights to the score in English were 
sold, it appears upon investigation, to the late 
Carl Rosa, and John P. Jackson wrote the 
English libretto for it. Jackson, an American, 
endeavored to copyright in Washington, both 
the original work and the libretto, when the 
decision was given by the Washington au- 
thorities that while Jackson’s own libretto 
would be protected, Wagner’s score would 
not be copyrighted. 

This appears to effectually dispose of Frau 
Wagner’s alleged legal claims, for a similar 
copyright covers Jackson’s English libretto 
of “Lohengrin,” “Siegfried” and other Wag- 
nerian works, yet no one pretends for a mo- 
ment that stage performances of those scores 
cannot be given because of the libretto pro- 
tection. Authorities at the Library of Con- 
gress, interviewed by the Herald, fail to see 
where Frau Wagner can obtain redress, even 
if she pushes the suit, unless the joint claims 
ot the Wagner family and Schotte, with the 
reported ownership of the King of Bavaria 
in the original score, may have a legal phase 
which has not heretofore figured in the case. 
But even this is not seriously considered, ex- 
cept on the grounds of alleged sentiment, 
which does not count in law. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


Mrs. SUTHERLAND Orr, the close friend and 
biographer of Robert Browning, died last 
week after a long illness. Mrs. Orr was a 
daughter of Dr. Septimius Leighton and sister 
of Lord Leighton. She published in 1885 a 
“Handbook to the Works of Robert Brown- 
ing,” which in its comprehensiveness and de- 
tailed analysis has been the basis of most of 
the more recent studies of Browning’s art; 
and her life of Browning, published in 1801, 
has remained the authoritative biography of 
the poet. She also contributed various ar- 


ticles on philosophical topics to the English 
reviews. 


Dr. CuristopHer G. TrepEMAN, dean of the 
Buffalo Law School, died on the 25th ult. at 
Roosevelt Hospital, New York. Dr. Tiede- 
man was born at Charleston, S. C., July 16, 
1867, and was graduated from the University 
of Charleston. He was professor of law for 
ten years in the University of M?ssouri, and 
held the Same position for six years in New 
York University. He wrote numerous books 
and articles on legal subjects, among them 
a “Elementary Treatise on the American 
Law of Real Property,” and “A Treatise on 


the Limitations of Police Power in the United 
States.” 


CHARLES CARROLL BoNNEY, eminent as a 
lawyer and as director of the Chicago World's 
‘alr congresses, died at his home in Chicago, 
‘It ugust 23. Mr. Bonney was born in Ham- 
ton, N. Y., September 4, 1831, where he was 
educated, and was for several years a teacher 
i Hamilton, and in Peoria, Ill. He was ad- 


mitted to the Illinois bar in 1852, and for 
over thirty years practiced law in Chicago. 
His chief title to fame is based on his organ- 
ization and direction of the entire series of 
congresses held in connection with the Chi- 
cago World’s Fair of 1893, of which he was 
the originator and general president. The 
great mass of literature resulting from the 
congresses was collected by him and deposited 
in the Chicago Public Library. Mr. Bonney 
published several law books, and contributed 
many articles on religious, political and so- 
cial subjects to periodicals and magazines.

Tue September number of Lippincott’s 
Magazine fulfils its promise to publish a se- 
ries of pithy literary papers from George 
Moore, who wrote those famous “Confes- 
sions of a Young Man.” Part 1. of these 
“Avowals” asks and answers the question, 
“Why is it that England has failed to pro- 
duce a first-class work of fiction?” This will 
doubtless provoke much argument.

J. D. Hatt & Co., Providence, R. I., have 
just brought out a book entitled “Humbugs 
and Canterbury Folks,” by Mrs. Wilberforce, 
which attacks many of the pet foibles of aver- 
age people in a most amusing way. 


BENZIGER BroTHERS have just issued “The 
Chief Encyclicals of Leo xut.” in English, 
after careful reyision by the Rev. John J. 
Wynne, S.J., who also writes the preface for 
this memorial volume. A complete course in 
philosophy, sociology and political economy, 
it is claimed, may be found in the encyclicals 
of the late Pope. 


Hersert B. Turner & Co. have nearly 
ready a novel entitled “The Pensionnaires,” 
by Albert R. Carman, of Montreal. The story 
is set in three pensions, located in Dresden, 
Lucerne and Paris, and it deals in a clever and 
vivacious way with the European experiences 
of an American girl who has gone abroad for 
the culture of her voice. Three more vol- 
umes have been added to this firm’s edition of 
the “Essays and Travels” of Robert Louis 
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Stevenson, completing the set of seven vol- 
umes, which may be had separately if desired. 


Hoveuton, Mirriin & Co. have in prepar- 
ation the following volumes in the department 
of poetry: the Cambridge edition of “Eng- 
lish and Scottish Ballads,” edited, with an 
introduction and notes, by Helen Child Sar- 
gent and George L. Kittredge, based on Pro- 
fessor Child’s monumental work; “Complete 
Poetical Works of J. T. Trowbridge,” now 
first collected and revised by the author; “A 
Book of Songs,” poems of young life, by 
Josephine Preston Peabody; also, “Gawayne 
and the Green Knight,” an old romantic fairy 
tale. retold in a delightful vein of irony, by 
Charlton M. Lewis. 


Ginn & Co.’s series of Jones Readers for 
schools “presents lessons in morals.” The 
reader is taught kindness to animals, obe- 
dience, courage, honesty, helpfulness, rever- 
ence, courtesy, patriotism, industry, patience, 
perseverance. Selections are included from 
the world’s best literature. The readers are 
adapted according to the grade and under- 
standing of the scholar. They are the work of 
President L. H. Jones, of the Michigan State 
Normal College, formerly superintendent of 
the city schools of Indianapolis, and later of 
Cleveland. The illustrations, numbering sev- 
eral hundred, are printed from wood engrav- 
ings and from originals by well-known ar- 
tists. 


AmonG the recent books brought out by the 
University of Chicago Press is a monograph 
on our paper money, called “A History of 
Greenbacks, with Special Reference to the 
Economic Consequences of Their Issue.” It 
is the work of Wesley Clair Mitchell. The 
first part of the discussion is devoted to the 
events which led up to the issue of paper 
money in the United States, and the second 
part reviews in detail the effects of the de- 
sertion of a metallic for a paper standard. A 
detailed analysis of the Aldrich report is used 
im comparison with the material by J. D. 
Weeks in volume xx. of the census of 1880, 
in the chapter on wages. In a chapter headed 
“The Greenbacks and the Cost of the Civil 
War,” the author considers the degree of in- 
crease in expense to the federal government 
brought about by the paper issues. 


D. Ape.teton & Co. have in press for early 
publication a volume containing letters in 
which is described “Paris Before the War.”

ciety will shortly publish “According to the 
Pattern,” a novel of social life, by Grace 
Livingstone Hill, who pictures an estrange- 
ment between husband and wife and the 
means taken to effect a reunion; and “The 
Winner,” a strong, earnest story of schoolloy 
life, with direct educational teaching, by Ever. 
ett T. Tomlinson. Rev. T. Harwood Pattison 
has written “The 
Preaching,” giving practically a series 
monographs on the great preachers of the 
world, from Origen and Chrysostom 
Beecher and Phillips Brooks; and other ney 
religious publications will be “The New 
Evangelism,” by Rev. Cortlandt Myers; “A 
First Book in Christian Doctrines,” by Rey. 
Joseph E, Sagebeer; “Every Creature,” an 
appeal for personal Christian effort, by Rey 
M. T. Lamb; and a simple manual of “First 
Memory Lessons,” by Rev. Frank Gardner, 
especially adapted for primary Sunday-school 
work. 


AMERICAN Tract Society are making 
preparations to bring out a long list of books, 
many of them by prominent authors and all 
of them of a high standard of merit. “Jour- 
neying in the Land Where Jesus Lived,” by 
Dr. G. B. F. Hallock, is a distinct contribu-
